ROSE A WITNESS 
AT BECKER TRIAL 


Repeats Story of Events of 


Night of Murder. 


CHAUFFEUR ALSO TESTIFIES 


HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETICS 


Witneaee. Again Swear to Faot* Sur- 


rounding Killing of Herman Rocen- 
thal-Roe. T.lle of Hi. Relation. 
With Former Police Lieutenant—Hia 
Manner Care Free. 


New York, May 13. - "Bald Jack- 


Rose, the lmi>etturtmble star witness 
for the state la the prosecution of 
Charles Becker, took the stand with 
the same easy manner that character- 
ized him at the foiuier trial, when he 
made his fame ait the most remarkable 
witness who UIIH ever testified in these 
parts. He swung to the witness stand 
with no more apparent concern than If 
ouce again be were sitting in at a "big 
game." His occupation Rose gave as 
"writer and lecturer." 


Rose began his story with details of 


his relations with Becker at various 
times when Rose's occupation was that 
of gambler and collector. 
He said he 


•met Becker in the fall of 1911 In a 
Second avenue saloon to give him $200 
to dispose of two unserved warrants 
against a gambling house on Second 
avenue. 
Rose told of many meetings 


with Becker in November and Decem- 
ber, 1911. His story varied little from 
the one told at the former trial. 


Jack Rose said that Charles Becker, 


when a police lieutenant, told htm to 
Induce "Big Jack" Zellg. leader of 
gun men, to "croak" Herman Rosen- 
thai. 
Zelig had been arrested by 


Becker's squad. 
Rose testified that 
Becker said. 


"Zellg is in the Tombs on a second 


offense charge. He has fourteen years 
staring him In the face 
He can't beat 


ft, but I can beat It for him and I 
will. Go down to the Tombs and have 
Zellg send word out to his gang to 
'croak' Rosenthal. There Isn't murder 
In my heart, and I wouldn't under or- 
dinary circumstances harm any one, 
but there are some men it would be 
a blessing to murder. 
I can protect 


you. 
I'll take care of 
everybody. 


Why, 
they'd pin a medal on the man 


who'd kill Rosenthat."

HINTS FOR THE 


BUSY HOUSEWIFE 


Handy Homemade Table For 


Use of Invalids. 


Any one at all used to toola can eas- 


ily make this little movable invalid's 
table, which will be found of great 
value la case of sickness. 
It also 


makes an excellent sewing table. The 
table proper Is hinged to the upright 
board so that when the brace seen at 
tbe side la pulled off the projecting 
pins which fasten It to the horizontal 
piece it will drop flat aganst the up- 
right. The lower supports are nailed 
on, but the upi>er brace is fitted with 
two small linger holes which fit over 
projecting steel [>lns drhou into the 
table and the upright. 


A Dressing For Linoleum. 


The following mixture will make tbe 


linoleum soft and will increase tbe 
length of its life. 
Melt on a steam 


batb one ounce of palm oil with eight- 
een ounces of paraffin; afterward thin 
with four ounces of kerosene oil. Rub 
It on the linoleum with a soft woolen 
cloth. Wax polish is also good for this 
purpose, using either tbe commercial 
article or mixing some from beeswax 
and turpentine to form a paste. This, 
however, only brightens tbe surface 
and helps It to keep clean longer than 
the ordinary way of cleaning, and It 
will not keep the linoleum soft aa will 
the dressing. 


Potato Rusks. 


Mix together one pint mashed po- 


tatoes, one cup sugar and one cup* 
liquid yeast. Let stand in a warm 
place overnight and next morning add 
one scant cup butter, one cup sugar, 
two or three well beaten eggs and 
warm sifted Sour enough to make a 
sponge. Set in a warm place to rise 
and when light knead, using no more 
flour than necessary. Let rise again, 
then shape into small buns, put in 
well greased pans, let rise till light, 
then brush tbe tops with sweet cream, 
sprinkle with sugar and bake In a mod- 
erate oven. 


Potato Rolli. 


Fare and boll until soft four good 


sized potatoes, then mash them smooth 
and add one heaping tablespoonful of 
butter, one teaspoonful of salt, one or 
two well beaten eggs, one pint of 
sweet milk, lukewarm, and one scant 
pint of 
light bread 
sponge, with 


enough flour to make a dough that can 
be kneaded 
Set In a warm place to 


rise and when light shape into balls 
the size of an egg. Let rise again 
and when very light bake fifteen or 
twenty minutes In a moderately bot 
oven. 


Butterscotch. 


Boil together a cupful sugar, a cup- 


ful molasses, one-half cupful butter, a 
tablespoonfui soda (scant measure).

FOUR DEAD IN STORM. 


Wires Down and Property Destroyed 


In Pennsylvania and Ohio. 


Pittsburgh, May 13.—Dr. George W. 


Goetz, twenty-eight years old, a promi- 
nent physician of McKeesport. Pa., 
was Instantly killed when he became 
confused in the heavy storm, stum- 
bled blindly upon the Pennsylvania 
railroad tracks at Hawkins and was 
run down by a train which be Intended 
to take for home. 


There Jiave been rumors of murder 


in connection with the death of Dr. 
Goetz, but both county detectives and 
members of the physician's family 
ascribe It simply to accident as the re- 
sult of the storm.

The storm over this part of Pennsyl-' 


rania did eitensive damage. At >'ew 
Kensington, fifteen miles from here, 
a negro tenement was blown down and 
took fire- One man was killed and five 
others were beiieved to be fatally in- 
jured.

The leaf roller, an Insect that in its 


lanal state is n small greenish worm 
and takes its name from the fact that 
it makes its. nest by spinning a web 
on out side.of a leaf and curling it, 
has been doing a good deal of damage 
in western orchards during tne past 
two or thive years 
Tbe worm not 


only devours the leaves of the trees, 
but eats holes in tbe small fruit. About 
the only methods of control are winter 
pruning, which removes many of the 
egg clusters, and spraying with a kero- 
sene emulsion or black leaf solution 
shortly before the eggs hatch In early 
April. 


The other day on a sunny knoll in 


the spacious grounds of the depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington 
Secretary Houston presented diplomas 
of merit to eighty-two boys and girls, 
prize winners from an army of 200,000 
of the brightest and most enterprising 
boys and girls in the United States In 
contests for the raising of bumper 
crops of corn, potatoes, tomatoes and 
poultry. It Is worth recording tbe fact 
also that these same boys and girls 
had their ear fare and other expenses 
paid from their homes to Washington 
and return, besides receiving valuable 
cash prizes. 


A little seventeen-year-old miss of 


Cedar Falls. la., was the state's win 
tier In the toronto growing contest anc 
was one of the company of eighty 01 
more bright boys and girls tha\. were 
given a free trip to Washington. This 
girl succeeded In raising 3.400 pounds 
of tomatoes on 439 square yards o 
land. Her expenses for ground rent 
work and equipment was $2S.2tl, while 
the fruit sold for $118.14. This left a 
net profit of $92.88. In view of 'sucb 
a showing as this on less than a tentl 
of an acre of land and made by an in> 
mature girl, there would seem to be 
mighty little excuse for any family in 
the land going hungry or lacking need- 
ed clothing and fuel during the winter 
months.

Tbe famous "Scotty" Phillip herd of 


buffalo which has been kept in a 10.- 
000 acre pasture near Fort Pierre, 8 
D., has lately been placed in tbe mar- 
ket by the sons of tbe former owner, 
now deceased. This le the largest herd 
of buffalo in the United States and 
comprises 275 animals three years old 
or past, fifty-five head of two-year-olds 
and seventy bead of yearlings. The 
entire herd is full blooded, and most of 
them were born in captivity. 


A PERPLEXING PROBLEM. 


It is not surprising that the average 


farmer is a bit perplexed on the best 
methods to follow in regard to han- 
dling hog cholera. 
In several cases 


which have come under the writer's 
notice tbe following varied 
results 


have been noted: In one instance a 
hog raiser lost fourteen, gave the rest 
the serum treatment, and no more 
died. In another case fifteen died, and 
the remaining twenty-four did not con- 
tract the disease, although nothing was 
done to stop its progiess. In still an- 
other Instance a farmer had all of his 
hogs Inoculated, some eighty or ninety, 
before the cholera appeared at all. but 
in a few days It broke out and took all 
of them. In a fourth instance a farm- 
er took no further precaution than to 
give his bogs plenty of range and keep 
their quarters clean and sanitary, and 
to date be hasn't lost an animal, 
though there Is no telling when he may 
be hit The gist of the matter seems 
to be that tbe serum treatment is gen- 
erally a satisfactory preventive of the 
disease when tbe serum Is pure and 
when it Is Injected by a competent vet 
erinarian. If these two conditions can- 
not be bad it is probably better to let 
It alone.

A SUGGESTION. 


Here is an idea for some reader who 


has a btretch of rher bottom land that 
,s subject to overflow to such an ex- 
tent as not to be fit for pasture and yet 
is too sandy to be fit for growing crops. 
The instance which gives the idea 
came under the writer's notice the 
other day In the shape of the record of 
the growth of n block of catalpa trees 
that were set out on a tract such as 
that described eight years ago. A sam- 
ple cut was eight inches in diameter at 
the ground and was thirty-five feet 
high. The trees were straight and ex- 
cellent for post timber and other uses. 
This tract, formerly considered wortb 
less because it j ielded no return, is to- 
day consideied by ltn owner one of the 
most valuable tracts on his.farm. 


A VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


Bulletin 501, Issued a short time ago 


by the federal department of agricul- 
ture, takes up the question of the grow- 
ing of beans in considerable portions 
of eastern Washington, eastern Oregon 
and northern Idaho, where it has been 
the practice for years past to summer 
fallow the land alternate seasons. Ex- 
periments covering a period of fifteen 
ears show that as good cereal crops 
an be grown following a crop of 
beans as after summer fallow. It costs 
6 per acre more to grow, harvest and 
market a crop of beans than it does to 
utnmer fallow an equal area. The 
jeans yield about 800 pounds per acre 
nd sell for 3 cents per pound, or $24 
[>er acre. This leaves a margin of $18 
n favor of growing beans. 


Director Kvana of tbe Missouri fruit 


experiment station at Mountain Grove, 
Mo., has succeeded after years of ex- 
perimenting in crossing tbe Jonathan 
and Ben Davis apples. Tbe reason for 
making the cross was not with the 
Idea of getting a fruit tbat would be 
superior to tbe Jonathan, but a tree 
tbat would be able to withstand tbe 
cold winters which have visited the 
Omark apple region in late years. Tbe 
cross was effected by fertilizing the 
pistils of a Jonathan blossom with the 
pollen from a Ben Davis stamen. 


What Is said to be the first spineless 


cactus ranch of tbe southwest Is soon 
to be established near El Paso, Tex. 
Seven hundred plants of tbe variety 
originated by Luther Burbank of Cali- 
fornia have been ordered. It is claim- 
ed that each plant will produce thirty- 
flTe stalks per year and that these 
leaves make excellent 
fodder for 


horses, cattle and hogs. The cactus 
flourishes on alkali soil and in the dri- 
est climate, and if it makes good in 
jjractical field tests It will be a great

Repeats Story of Events of 


Night of Murder. 


CHAUFFEUR ALSO TESTIFIES 


HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETICS 


Witneaee. Again Swear to Faot* Sur- 


rounding Killing of Herman Rocen- 
thal-Roe. T.lle of Hi. Relation. 
With Former Police Lieutenant—Hia 
Manner Care Free. 


New York, May 13. - "Bald Jack- 


Rose, the lmi>etturtmble star witness 
for the state la the prosecution of 
Charles Becker, took the stand with 
the same easy manner that character- 
ized him at the foiuier trial, when he 
made his fame ait the most remarkable 
witness who UIIH ever testified in these 
parts. He swung to the witness stand 
with no more apparent concern than If 
ouce again be were sitting in at a "big 
game." His occupation Rose gave as 
"writer and lecturer." 


Rose began his story with details of 


his relations with Becker at various 
times when Rose's occupation was that 
of gambler and collector. 
He said he 


•met Becker in the fall of 1911 In a 
Second avenue saloon to give him $200 
to dispose of two unserved warrants 
against a gambling house on Second 
avenue. 
Rose told of many meetings 


with Becker in November and Decem- 
ber, 1911. His story varied little from 
the one told at the former trial. 


Jack Rose said that Charles Becker, 


when a police lieutenant, told htm to 
Induce "Big Jack" Zellg. leader of 
gun men, to "croak" Herman Rosen- 
thai. 
Zelig had been arrested by 


Becker's squad. 
Rose testified that 
Becker said. 


"Zellg is in the Tombs on a second 


offense charge. He has fourteen years 
staring him In the face 
He can't beat 


ft, but I can beat It for him and I 
will. Go down to the Tombs and have 
Zellg send word out to his gang to 
'croak' Rosenthal. There Isn't murder 
In my heart, and I wouldn't under or- 
dinary circumstances harm any one, 
but there are some men it would be 
a blessing to murder. 
I can protect 


you. 
I'll take care of 
everybody. 


Why, 
they'd pin a medal on the man 


who'd kill Rosenthat." 


Rose said that he and Vallon went 


to /ellg's us ordered and made over- 
tures preparatory to the murder of Ro- 
senthal.

BUSY HOUSEWIFE 


Handy Homemade Table For 


Use of Invalids. 


Any one at all used to toola can eas- 


ily make this little movable invalid's 
table, which will be found of great 
value la case of sickness. 
It also 


makes an excellent sewing table. The 
table proper Is hinged to the upright 
board so that when the brace seen at 
tbe side la pulled off the projecting 
pins which fasten It to the horizontal 
piece it will drop flat aganst the up- 
right. The lower supports are nailed 
on, but the upi>er brace is fitted with 
two small linger holes which fit over 
projecting steel [>lns drhou into the 
table and the upright. 


A Dressing For Linoleum. 


The following mixture will make tbe 


linoleum soft and will increase tbe 
length of its life. 
Melt on a steam 


batb one ounce of palm oil with eight- 
een ounces of paraffin; afterward thin 
with four ounces of kerosene oil. Rub 
It on the linoleum with a soft woolen 
cloth. Wax polish is also good for this 
purpose, using either tbe commercial 
article or mixing some from beeswax 
and turpentine to form a paste. This, 
however, only brightens tbe surface 
and helps It to keep clean longer than 
the ordinary way of cleaning, and It 
will not keep the linoleum soft aa will 
the dressing. 


Potato Rusks. 


Mix together one pint mashed po- 


tatoes, one cup sugar and one cup* 
liquid yeast. Let stand in a warm 
place overnight and next morning add 
one scant cup butter, one cup sugar, 
two or three well beaten eggs and 
warm sifted Sour enough to make a 
sponge. Set in a warm place to rise 
and when light knead, using no more 
flour than necessary. Let rise again, 
then shape into small buns, put in 
well greased pans, let rise till light, 
then brush tbe tops with sweet cream, 
sprinkle with sugar and bake In a mod- 
erate oven. 


Potato Rolli. 


Fare and boll until soft four good 


sized potatoes, then mash them smooth 
and add one heaping tablespoonful of 
butter, one teaspoonful of salt, one or 
two well beaten eggs, one pint of 
sweet milk, lukewarm, and one scant 
pint of 
light bread 
sponge, with 


enough flour to make a dough that can 
be kneaded 
Set In a warm place to 


rise and when light shape into balls 
the size of an egg. Let rise again 
and when very light bake fifteen or 
twenty minutes In a moderately bot 
oven. 


Butterscotch. 


Boil together a cupful sugar, a cup- 


ful molasses, one-half cupful butter, a 
tablespoonfui soda (scant measure). 
Stir often to prevent burning. Drop a 
little in 'cold water. 
If it hardens 


quickly and is brittle remove from 
fire. Flavor with lemon and vanilla, 
teaspoouful of each. 
Have a large 


dripping pan ready, made so by greas- 
ing with butter. Pour candy. In this, 
when nearly cool, mark in squares 
You can have bottom of pan covered 
with peanuts. Pour this candy over it 


Smothered Veal. 


Cut the veal in pieces convenient for 


serving and season with salt and pep- 
per. Roll in bread or cracker crumbs 
and put at once into a hot frying pan 
in which are two tablespoons of butter 
and drippings mixed. 
Brown quickly 


on both sides and then cover closely. 
Put in the oven and bake thirty or 
forty minutes, or until the meat is 
well done, according to the kind of fire. 
A very hot fire will cook It sooner. 


Handy Glove Cleaner. 


Skimmilk, which can be had at any 


minute in u house, will clean kid 
gloves much better than gasoline 
Stretch the glove out on a clean cloth 
and take a clean white rag. wring It 
out in the milk and proceed to rub the 
dirt spots. Frequently wring out in the 
milk and renew If it gets too soiled 
Wipe with a dry cloth when done and 
when almost dry stretch the lingers 
out across the ban* 


Corn Dodger*. 


Into a mixing bowl put one pint of 


white icorntneal 
Scald it by adding

Fractional Gains the Rule In Opening. 


Trading Quiet. 


New York, May 12. 
The stock market had a tame opening 


today, with fractional gains the rule. 
Missouri Pacific fluctuated more wldelj 
than other shares. It advanced one-fourth 
point on its initial Bale to 17%, but later 
sold down to ]6>4. a net loss of 1% points 
Canadian Pacific was the strongest of the 
railroads, advancing three-fourths poin 
to 192% on the declaration of the regular 
dividend. Steel common rose one-fourth 
point to 59%, Amalgamated Copper one- 
fourth point to 72%. Union Pacific three- 
eighths point to 156 and Reading one- 
fourth point to 166. 


Fractional gains were also noticed In 


Rock Island common and a few of the 
minor Industrials. Pennsylvania, Ameri- 
can Can and New York Central were in- 
clined to hold back. 


American securities in London were 
slightly above the parity for the new ac- 
count, and It undoubtedly encouraged 
some covering.

The leaf roller, an Insect that in its 


lanal state is n small greenish worm 
and takes its name from the fact that 
it makes its. nest by spinning a web 
on out side.of a leaf and curling it, 
has been doing a good deal of damage 
in western orchards during tne past 
two or thive years 
Tbe worm not 


only devours the leaves of the trees, 
but eats holes in tbe small fruit. About 
the only methods of control are winter 
pruning, which removes many of the 
egg clusters, and spraying with a kero- 
sene emulsion or black leaf solution 
shortly before the eggs hatch In early 
April. 


The other day on a sunny knoll in 


the spacious grounds of the depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington 
Secretary Houston presented diplomas 
of merit to eighty-two boys and girls, 
prize winners from an army of 200,000 
of the brightest and most enterprising 
boys and girls in the United States In 
contests for the raising of bumper 
crops of corn, potatoes, tomatoes and 
poultry. It Is worth recording tbe fact 
also that these same boys and girls 
had their ear fare and other expenses 
paid from their homes to Washington 
and return, besides receiving valuable 
cash prizes.

Her expenses for ground rent 
work and equipment was $2S.2tl, while 
the fruit sold for $118.14. This left a 
net profit of $92.88. In view of 'sucb 
a showing as this on less than a tentl 
of an acre of land and made by an in> 
mature girl, there would seem to be 
mighty little excuse for any family in 
the land going hungry or lacking need- 
ed clothing and fuel during the winter 
months.

••-can- do the. sterilising himself 
i but new sacks should be used. 


Tbe famous "Scotty" Phillip herd of 


buffalo which has been kept in a 10.- 
000 acre pasture near Fort Pierre, 8 
D., has lately been placed in tbe mar- 
ket by the sons of tbe former owner, 
now deceased. This le the largest herd 
of buffalo in the United States and 
comprises 275 animals three years old 
or past, fifty-five head of two-year-olds 
and seventy bead of yearlings. The 
entire herd is full blooded, and most of 
them were born in captivity. 


A PERPLEXING PROBLEM. 


It is not surprising that the average 


farmer is a bit perplexed on the best 
methods to follow in regard to han- 
dling hog cholera. 
In several cases 


which have come under the writer's 
notice tbe following varied 
results 


have been noted: In one instance a 
hog raiser lost fourteen, gave the rest 
the serum treatment, and no more 
died. In another case fifteen died, and 
the remaining twenty-four did not con- 
tract the disease, although nothing was 
done to stop its progiess. In still an- 
other Instance a farmer had all of his 
hogs Inoculated, some eighty or ninety, 
before the cholera appeared at all. but 
in a few days It broke out and took all 
of them. In a fourth instance a farm- 
er took no further precaution than to 
give his bogs plenty of range and keep 
their quarters clean and sanitary, and 
to date be hasn't lost an animal, 
though there Is no telling when he may 
be hit The gist of the matter seems 
to be that tbe serum treatment is gen- 
erally a satisfactory preventive of the 
disease when tbe serum Is pure and 
when it Is Injected by a competent vet 
erinarian. If these two conditions can- 
not be bad it is probably better to let 
It alone.

A SUGGESTION. 


Here is an idea for some reader who 


has a btretch of rher bottom land that 
,s subject to overflow to such an ex- 
tent as not to be fit for pasture and yet 
is too sandy to be fit for growing crops. 
The instance which gives the idea 
came under the writer's notice the 
other day In the shape of the record of 
the growth of n block of catalpa trees 
that were set out on a tract such as 
that described eight years ago. A sam- 
ple cut was eight inches in diameter at 
the ground and was thirty-five feet 
high. The trees were straight and ex- 
cellent for post timber and other uses. 
This tract, formerly considered wortb 
less because it j ielded no return, is to- 
day consideied by ltn owner one of the 
most valuable tracts on his.farm. 


A VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


Bulletin 501, Issued a short time ago 


by the federal department of agricul- 
ture, takes up the question of the grow- 
ing of beans in considerable portions 
of eastern Washington, eastern Oregon 
and northern Idaho, where it has been 
the practice for years past to summer 
fallow the land alternate seasons. Ex- 
periments covering a period of fifteen 
ears show that as good cereal crops 
an be grown following a crop of 
beans as after summer fallow. It costs 
6 per acre more to grow, harvest and 
market a crop of beans than it does to 
utnmer fallow an equal area. The 
jeans yield about 800 pounds per acre 
nd sell for 3 cents per pound, or $24 
[>er acre. This leaves a margin of $18 
n favor of growing beans. 


Director Kvana of tbe Missouri fruit 


experiment station at Mountain Grove, 
Mo., has succeeded after years of ex- 
perimenting in crossing tbe Jonathan 
and Ben Davis apples. Tbe reason for 
making the cross was not with the 
Idea of getting a fruit tbat would be 
superior to tbe Jonathan, but a tree 
tbat would be able to withstand tbe 
cold winters which have visited the 
Omark apple region in late years. Tbe 
cross was effected by fertilizing the 
pistils of a Jonathan blossom with the 
pollen from a Ben Davis stamen. 


What Is said to be the first spineless 


cactus ranch of tbe southwest Is soon 
to be established near El Paso, Tex. 
Seven hundred plants of tbe variety 
originated by Luther Burbank of Cali- 
fornia have been ordered. It is claim- 
ed that each plant will produce thirty- 
flTe stalks per year and that these 
leaves make excellent 
fodder for 


horses, cattle and hogs. The cactus 
flourishes on alkali soil and in the dri- 
est climate, and if it makes good in 
jjractical field tests It will be a great
